Death, taxes . . . and test: three things that are 
inevitable. No matter what the class, there was 
always some form or another, leaving students with 
the task of studying. Whether you cram before the 
test, prepare far in advance, or just plain freak out, 
the question is, how do you study? 

A very popular answer among students was to 
run around, frantic, the night before trying to get 
all the information into their heads. “It’s hard, but I 
usually procrastinate until the night before so I 
have to cram everything into my mind and hope I 
remember it,” stated Troy Myers. Though some- 
times this method works, many times the informa- 
tion doesn’t sink in under pressure. 

A more effective, though less widespread meth- 
od, was to prepare from the day the test was 
announced to the day before it.

“Usually, I try to pay attention in class instead of 
cramming at the last minute. I find I remember 
more if I don’t try to cram,” observed Tom Boyle. 

Studying for tests was dreaded by many students 
but it proved to be necessary. No matter what the 
method, studying brought better grades, which in 
turn brought happiness not only to the student 
who felt good about a job well done, but also to 
the teacher. “It really makes me feel as if I’ve 
accomplished something when students do well in 
my Classes. It means they learned and understood 
what I taught and they can use this knowledge their 
whole lives,’ commented Mrs. Carol Hoffman.

Those were the days before comput- 
ers. Now as common as VCR's or 
microwave Ovens, Computers are often 
taken for granted. Computer usage 
was offered to all Central students 
whether it was by using the Digital 
computers which were in every class- 
room or by taking a class on comput- 
ers. 

Not always used for work, the Dig- 
ital computers were used by students 
during studies or activity periods to 
communicate with friends.

Changes are expected at the beginning of every 
school year, but in addition to new teachers and new 
schedules, Springfield students had to adapt to much 
more this September. The restructuring of the city’s 
school system affected all students, from kindergarten 
to high school. 

Rather than having junior high schools, grades sev- 
en through nine, as Springfield has had for several 
years, Superintendant Dr. Peter Negroni proposed that 
they be eliminated. This meant that high schools 
would have freshmen, and the middle schools would 
be grades six through eight. This new plan would 
make the Springfield school system similar to those of 
other cities and towns because of the four year high 
schools. 

Incoming freshmen were assigned last spring to one 
of the three schools: Putnam, Commerce, or Central. 
Putnam and Commerce accommodated these extra 
students without difficulty. Central, however, didn’t 
have enough room for the almost 900 more students 
added to their enrollment of almost 2,000. 

In order to solve this problem of overcrowding, 
Van Sickle Junior High School was transformed into 
Central Academy. Here, freshmen wishing to attend 
Central, were placed for a year. The curriculum, 
schedules, and rules at the Academy are the same as 
those of Springfield Central High School. Kristin Da- 
ley explains, “At the Academy, we are looked upon 
and treated as Central students, but being in a different 
building makes it in a difficult to feel like one.” Sean 
Hemingway added to this when he said, “Being a 
junior, I’m not really effected by this change so some- 
times it’s easy to forget they’re a part of Central 
because they're not in the same building.” 

Along with Central's academic privileges, these new 
additions are also eligible to participate in the sports 
program. Tryouts were left open to all freshmen for 
positions on either the junior varsity or varsity teams. 
“I'm glad we are given the opportunity to participate 
in high school sports because it gives us an extra year 
to train and do the best we can,” said Jessica Alston. 
Others were placed on a freshmen team that practiced 
separately with a different coach at the Academy. 

With the change of schools and busses, a new 
attendance policy was also thrusted upon students this 
year. The new policy stated that a student could only 
miss six Class periods for a major subject per marking 
period and three classes for a subject that met twice a 
week. If a student went over this limit, a N.G., (no 
grade), would appear on his report card. This would 
then have to be appealed or it would be changed to an 
“F” regardless of test, quiz, and homework grades. “J 
feel this policy is unfair’, stated Aaron Gamache. 
“Grades should be based on a student's academic 
performance, not his attendance.” 

These adjustments affected students greatly; how- 
ever, as Pam Cramer put it, “Although it’s difficult to 
adjust to, changes are necessary. But as in the past, we 
will succeed and overcome these obstacles.”

Celebrating their 
25th anniversary, this Cadet Honor Code con- 
tinued to be upheld by every member of the Air 
Force Junior Reserve Officer Training Corp 
(AFJROTC). ROTC represented the honor and 
pride students had for their country, as well as 
for their school.

It seemed that Central had lost 
some of the “winning spirit”. A for- 
merly unmarked building was marred 
by graffiti, violence, and a general 
concern for security. This decline was 
confirmed in January when principal 
Neil Yesu announced his retire- 
ment. Citing the issues of “city-wide 
violence,” and job-related stress, it 
was apparent that the growing con- 
cerns within the school were having a 
profound effect on Mr. Yesu. He said 
that he felt it was time for himself to 
“graduate from high school.” In his 
position as acting principal, Mr. Walsh 
began his effort to restore the spirit, 
unity, and order which had been asso- 
ciated. with the school. 

As it had through all its high school 
years, the Class of 1992 excelled 
amidst adverse conditions. The class 
was forced to: survive major budget 
cuts; deal with the local effects and 
varied international 
war; Cope in a city marred by violence; 
and to accept internal faculty adjust- 
ments in its senior year. To succeed at 
any one of these challenges was admi- 
rable. To successfully conquer these 
issues, as did the Class of 1992, was 
remarkable.

Athletically, Central retained divi- 
sional dominance in basketball, and 
achieved it in other sports. The soccer 
teams reigned Western Massachusetts 
and the wrestling team established it- 
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self as the new powerhouse in the 
region. 

Nothing better characterized the 
quality of Central’s students than the 
controversial period following the ex- 
posure of ‘the letter”. The defamatory 
letter, addressed to the Longmeadow 
School Committee from Central En- 
glish teacher Carol Brookmeyer, was 
intended to prevent Springfield stu- 
dents from attending Longmeadow 
Schools through the School Choice 
Plan. The letter contained vast stereo - 
types aimed at Springfield students. 
Through the efforts of Mr. Walsh and 
Superintendant Peter Negroni, the is- 
sue received immediate attention and 
was addressed properly by all students 
and faculty. Many letters with intelli- 
gent rebuttals were written to Dr. Ne- 
groni and students’ actions reflected 
the attitude necessary to discredit 
Brookmeyer. 

Seniority was perhaps the term 
most personified by the Class of 1992. 
Its success, achievement, and experi- 
ence remained unparalleled. As the 
countdown to graduation reached its 
final days, seniors realized the lasting 
significance of their high school expe - 
riences. A class at once diversified and 
unified, repressed and outstanding, 
recognized its achievements “Etched 
in Stone.”
